AVashinffton—The battle inside the 


administration to persuade President 
Harding to abandon the world court 
proposal, or at least to let it slumber 
Is over. 
The president has listened 


to the pleas of some of the strongest 
political advisers in the 
Republican 


party, some of them in his own cabin- 
et but has decided to g-o through with 
his fig-lit irrespective of the dire pre- 
dictions of party friction, irrespective 
of the pessimistic pictures that have 
been painted to him of ultimate de- 
feat. The president Tuesday-answered 
the critics, those inside the Republi- 
can party as well as outside, in a 
speech to be delivered before the mem- 
bers of the Associated Press in New 
York at the Waldorf-Astoria 
hotel. 


Mr. Harding: appears not merely as a. 
chief 
executive—for the 
Associated 


Press has frequently had presidents to 
address its annual meeting—but as a 
fellow- editor .-who is personally ac- 
quainted with dozens of the editors and 
publishers who will be there. 


Mr. Harding has felt that it was 


necessary for him to set at rest once 
and for all the doubts and misgivings 
•which have been current of late, con- 
cerning- his 
attitude 
on the world 


court. Some reports have had it that 
he did not intend to stand by his 
original 
position 
or that when he 


found out how thp party leaders felt 
he would switch his course.

' But it is the fact that there should 
he any opposition to what Mr. Hard- 
Ing calls a Republican doctrine, that 
there should be talk of friction worn 
he simply announces his intention of 
fulfilling a. campaign promise—this is 
admittedly a cause of concern. Differ- 
ences of opinion' as to the political ef- 
fect of Mr. Harding's determination to 
po through with the world court pro- 
posal range from a suggestion of tem- 
porary division to an actual split in 
the party ranks. 


One thing will be clear after Tues- 


day's speech—the president will havp 
committed himself TO strongly to the 
world court, protocol that there will 
he nr> turning back and all efforts to 
swerve him will be futile. 
In fact, if 


the president 
had not made up his 


mind to make a speech on the world 
court Tuesday, he micrht have been 
listening for 
several weeks more to 


the urRings 
of the group which op- 


poses his getting into the controversy 
any further than he has. They have 
tried to persuade him to treat it as 
simply n recommendation of his sec- 
retary of state to be acted upon by 
congress -with freedom from party re- 
straint in much the same way that 
congress approves or disapproves the 
recommendation of a cabinet officer. 


ADMINISTRATION POLICY. 


The president. 
however, feels he 


must make the world court a part of 
administration policy. He thinks tho 
country will stand back of him and 
that he will gain in strength, ospocial- 
]y with the independent voter?, when 
they read his argument for the court. 


Tho political advice given the presi- 


dent, however, to let the world court 
issue alone wan not altogether based 
upon the merits of American member- 
ship in a world court, hut on what the 
practical 
politician* 
call 
"circum- 


stances and not theories." The presi 
dent is in the race for renomination— 
his attorney general deliberately put 
him there to squelch N opposition: to 
date there has been 
no pretext for 


party division. 
The fear of many of 


tho men who have, argued 
with thp 


president to let the matter subside is 
that opponents 
of renomination will 


merely use the -world court controver- 
sy as a pretext. Mr. Harding thinks 
these are exaggerated 
fears and im- 


pressions that will later be found to 
have been without foundation. 
So no 


has cleared decks for action-—-and it's 
the first real teat of Harding analysis 
tarsus cautionary politics.

The as- 
sembly has been iinblushingly socialistic. 
It has passed bill after bill, generally 
•without even a roll call, that is aimed at 
property, education, public security. It

order. A body of men so minded would

, given serious consideration? Of course 
! they were not. They were introduced by 
Bome radical and acted on with a whoop. 


The three bills to increase taxation 


- heavily are each and every one a blind 


thrust at property, at the successful man 
in whatever walk of life, at the success- 
ful company in whatever business en- 
•gaged. Xot one of them has been worked 
out with any real knowledge of its effects,1" 
its justice, its practicability. 
The Dahl 


and Sevcrson bills were trumped up pure- 
ly to "get" what its authors love to be- 
rate as "big business." 
One of them 


carried rates that 'it finally turned ont 
would produce some $5,000.000 dollars 
raore in revenue annually than even- its 
originator dreamed. This shows with how 
much care and 
study the bills were 


"drawn. 


Governor Blaine comes along 
and 


drafts a bill of his own in some three or 
four weeks time that virtually supersedes 
the present system of state taxation, a 
system developed 
by 
generations of 


thought, experience and 
wisdom. He 


•would on a few weeks* "figuring" with 
rates and ideas revolutionize the existing 
system and put in its place something 
wholly untried, that, is on its face a heavy 
handicap to productive enterprise, carry- 
ing tax burdens almost double those in 
several of the surrounding competitive in- 
dustrial states and higher than the taxes 
paid by business in-any industrial state in 
this portion of the country, or in the east 
for that matter. He is not at nil disturbed 
liy the appeals and-warnings of men long 
accustomed to deal with industrial prob- 
lems, or of men upon whom the state must 
depend for its prosperity and progress. 
All that they say is in his opinion the 
threats and bluffs of mercenaries. 


How can we expect sane and just legis- 


lation out of such an attitude, out of such 
an atmosphere as that in which both the 
governor and the legislature arc going 
about things at Afadisou? 
More than a 


^hundred absurd, bills, ranging from silly 
to vicious, have been introduced, and 
many of them passed by one house or the 
other without the slightest concern as, to 
their-consequences, save as they served to 
feed the revenge and resentment in which 
they were conceived.

CONVICT LEASING 


The facts which have recently been 


published to the world about the leasing 
of convicts in Florida are shocking and 
revolting. 
It is strange that a system so 


brutal and vicious should have survived 
enlightened public opinion so long. 
The 


convict leasing of Florida is a relic of 
slavery. It has come done to this genera- 
tion as a substitute, in a small degree, for 
the southern institution that was wiped 
out by the Civil war. 
\Ve have had peon- 


ase in one form or another in various sec- 
tions of the South since the Civil Avar. 
It 


is a form of slavery that is abhorent to the 
American sense of justice and morality, 
and in direct conflict with American in- 
stitutions as -set up by the constitution 
and the Declaration of Independence. The 
whippings accompauj-ing this peonage, 
along with other'extreme punishment, are 
merely an incident of a vile system that 
has no place in American life. 


Peonage and convict leasing arc a di- 


rect outgrowth of slavery. 
They reflect 


habits and demands of the south, over 
centuries, for cheap labor. In addition 
to the fact that the methods employed to 
secure this cheap labor are degrading and 
inhuman, they are also economically 
wrong, because they place enslaved labor 
in competition with free labor. 


The murderous whipping which result- 


ed in the death of a convict in Florida,- 
and which has raised a national protest 
bids fair to culminate in a revulsion of 
feeling that will sweep .peonage out of the 
South. 
It is a reform which the out- 


raged justice pf the country will insist 
upon and which the South cannot evade. 
Moreover, when this relic of medievalism, 
is abolished, the South will benefit from 
it in many ways. Instead of being a 
source of strength to the South it has been 
a "source of weakness, for-no nation or 
state or community can prosper and prog- 
ress when its industrial structure rests on 
the foundation of labor that is cssentially 
slaverv.

country two solemnly declare they did. not begin 
smoking and drinking to excess, until they were 
fully 9 years of age. 
There are- plenty of pe<jple vegetating who are a 


100 years old at 75 and a vast army of unhappy 
wretches with the symptom habit firmly fixed even 
before the arteries commence to stiffen, countless 
thousand? of women who begin in their_ blooming 
thirties to fret about the crisis which never happens 
and hosts of hygienically and physically unenlight- 
ened men under 50 who accejpt the "Oslerization" 
joke quite seriously. 
All this is an unwarranted 


state of mind; age has nothing to do with it.

who frequently complain that their 
allowances are too small would learn 
what roughing it in search of 
an 


education actually means were they 
to come to Moscow. 


Investigators for the American Re- 


lief administration have come across 
tragic comedy or comic tragedy 
in 


every nook arid corner of the bare, 
cold dormitories which the Soviet sov- 
ernment provides for Russian youths 
at the big universities in Moscow and 
in the provinces. 
Last 
September, 


when the college term opened, there 
were approximately 50,000 
students 


registered in the higher institutions 
of Moscow. Approximately 10,000 of 
these were capable of caring- for them- 
selves; another 10,000 were taken care 
of, by the government, but many of 
the other 30,000 literally had to sleep 
in the streets because no 
quarters 


could be found for them in the over- 
crowded city. 


One member of the committee found 


the task of relieving needy students 
almost hopeless because 
of the 
i 


definite addresses given by the appli- 
cants. Peter Popoff, -who was given 
a pair of shoes and was to, receive 
a food package later, informed the 
committee that he was rather a dif- 
ficult person to find, because he slept 
in a different doorway every night. 
Two jroung men from the electrical

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Corporation Taxation In Other States Compared With i axation 


In Wisconsin Under The Tax Bill Proposed By Governor Blaine 


T 


HE Post-Crescent presents on th'is page today 
two tables showing in a comparative manner 


taxation of corporations in "Wisconsin under the 
rates provided in the proposed bill, and the taxa- 
tion of corporations in a number of other states. 
The following states were Keleoled for compari- 
son: Indiana, Illinois, Michigan. Ohio and Penn- 
'sylvania. Most, of the comparisons are with cities 
in the surrounding manufacturing states of In- 
,diaaa, Illinois, Michigan and Ohio, as The Post- 
Crescent felt that conditions in this section of the 
country were more likely to be uniform in other 
respects than in states in distant parts of the 
country. 


The Latest Rates 


All of the information in these tables is for 


{•922. which is the lalest tax levy. Information 
relative to income, -franchise and capital stock 
taxes was secured direct from the state authorities 
of the several states. 


.The cities for which rates and taxes are given 


were selected at random with oil t any knowledge 
of what their local tax was and the information 
was secured from city treasurers. 


Only two AVisconsin cities are given. Appleton 


and its neighboring city. Green Bay. 
Gre"en Bay 


represents an avevage tax rate, while Appleton 
has a rather high rate. The tables therefore will 
afford a comparison with "Wisconsin cities in these 
two classes as to tax rates. 


Two Corporations Taken 


For the making of these comparisons two 


theoretical corporations were taken, one of com- 
paratively small size and another of reasonably 
large- size. 
For the first table a corporation is 


used with a. capital and surplus of $60.000. real 
estate assessed at $20.000. personal property as- 
sessed at $10,000. and with a net income of 
$12.000. 


For table B a corporation is used with capi- 


tal and surplus of $500.000. real estate assessed 
at SI50.000. personal property assessed at 
$100,000. and with a net income of $100.000. 


In both cases the net income is based on 20 


per cent of the capital and surplus and is taken 
to represent the. earnings of a corporation in nor- 
mally prosperous years. It must, be remembered 
that this income must be sufficient to tide the com- 
pany over the usual periods of depression, which 
all corporations undergo periodically. It must 
be sufficient to provide for expansions and bet- 
terments, in addition to the distribution of divi-. 
dends to its stockholders. 


High Rate Wisconsin City 


An analysis of these tables will show that on- 


ly in those cities outside AVisconsin having an ab- 
normally high local tax rate does the total tax 
paid by corporations anywhere nearly approach 


the tax. that corporations in Wisconsin will pay 
under the Blaine proposal, and in no case does it 
equal the proposed Wisconsin tax. 


For instance, taxe the tax paid by a corpora- 


tion located in Appleton, where the tax rate is 
$33.46 per thousand, and compare it with the 
tax paid by corporations located in Terre Haute. 
Indiana, where the tax rate is $33.00 per thou- 
sand; in Springfield, Illinois, where the tax is 
$33.20 per thousand: in Kalamazoo. Michigan, 
where the tax rat© is $35.10 per thousand. 


In AppletoH a corporation in Table B, under 


the Blaine proposal, would pay a total tax of 
$13.951.03; in Terre Haute the same corpora- 
tion would pay $8,250; in Springfield $8,550: 
in Kalamazoo, $10,540. 
The largest of these 


taxes, outside of Wisconsin, is paid in Kalamazoo 
with a high rate, and yet it is $2,400 less than 
the tax cited in Appleton. 


Half The Tax of Wisconsin 


A comparison of the taxes paid in other cities 


with approximately the same rate as Green Bay 
shows the following: 
A corporation located in 


Green Bay would pay under the Blaine proposal 
a total tax of $ 12.086.03. In Indianapolis, with 
a $24.00 rate, the total tax is $6,000: in South 
Bend with practically the same rate as Green Bay 
the total tax is $6.450. or a little more than one- 
half the tax paid by the Green Bay corporation. 


Jn Detroit, with a rate of $27.20. which is 


$1.20 higher than Green Bay's rate, the total tax 
is $.8.550.. or approximately $3,500 less. 
In 


Cleveland.'with a rate of $24:90, or $1.10 less 
than the Green Bay rate, the total is $5,854.50. 
or less than one-lxalf. 


The investigation made by The Post-Crescent 


shows that in the state of Pennsylvania, where 
no income tax is levied, there is a franchise or 
capital stock tax levied against corporations, but 
manufacturing establishments are specifically ex- 
empted L'rom this tax. 
It appears to be the policy 


of t hat state not to tax in unusual ways producing 
corporations engaged in manufacture. 


An Additional Burden

AVisconsin corporations |

As a whole, the information gathered by

that Indiana. Ohio and Pennsylvania show the

tles, radiators, the crevices- in wicker 
furniture, bedspnngs and numerous 
other spots that are difficult to reach 
with cloth and fingers. 


^Vhen you go to purchase an ani 


mal fiber brush, be sure that you get 
what you ask for. Vegetable fibers 
are usually rougher and less lustrous 
than animal fibers. The former burn 
like a splinter oC wood, leaving an 
ash; burning- animal fibers shrivel 
,U the end and give off the odor of

Sometimes there must

party for a quarter of a century to the 
building \ip of a merchant 
marm«. 


was unable to secure the enactment 
which was believed to be the way to 
fulfillment. 
But ir would be a small 


administration which would surrender 
tho aspiration for an American mer- 
chant marine and scrap 
or sacrifice 


our great merchant fleet in pique of 
disappointment over the senate's fail- 
ure to prive approval. 


"For security 
of defense, 
for the 


avoidance of a like extravagant and 
ineffectual outlay 
in case 
of future 


war. for the promotion of our com- 
merce and our eminence on the seas, I 
believe a great merchant marine to 
be an outstanding American require- 
ment. Since we cannot hope for govern- 
ment aid to private ownership we pro- 
pose to do our 
best to organize and 


consolidate our lines and service, ap- 
plying the lessons of experience wnlcTi 
cost us hundreds of millions in opera- 
tion alone, then offer for sale. 
It" we 


cannot sell we will operate and oper- 
ate aggressively, 
until congress in- 


hibits. 


Confessedly this is a contradiction 


of the proposal 
to have less govern- 


ment in business and more business 
in government but if we cannot get 
out of the shipping business in a prac- 
tical way and be assured of privately 
owned and privately operated ship- 
ping, it is the business of the govern- 
ment to conserve our shipping assets 
and make for ourselves reliance or. 
the high seas. 


One more thought, 
little expected 


on this occasion. I am sure, but par- 
ticularly appropriate before a highly 
representative body of the'American 
press. I know from experience how a 
newspaperman confidently prints opin- 
ions on public affairs. He has a marked 
advantage because he is seldom called 
upon to make good unless he happens 
to be elected president and apparently 
no newspaper 
man was ever put to 


the test heretofore. 
"Fou 
have been 


saying- a lot about the failure of con- 
gress and the lack "of team work be- 
tween the executive and congress and 
many of you^have deplored that some 
strong man is not in the White House 
to make congress do his bidding. 


But a great change has taken place, 


yitallj: influencing the work of admin- 
istrative and legislative 
fulfillment. 


This effectiveness is no longer influ- 
enced by war stress or 
presidential 


personality. 
The great change has 


come about unawares and as mould- 
ers of public opinion you have ignored 
the fundamental reason. 
It is the 


change in our political system, 
tho 


rule, of the primary, the drift toward 
pure democracy and the growing im- 
potence of political parties. We have 
gotten ,/away from the representative 
system; we have reached a point where 
the lack of party loyalty 
has 
made 


party sponsorship in .government less 
effective than it was. We havo come 
to the time ivhen a party platform is 
regarded by too many men in public 
life as even less than a scrap of pa- 
per and groups or blocs are turned to 
serve group interests and many indi- 
viduals serve their,own while contempt 
for party conference or 
caucus 
has 


sent party loyalty pretty much into 
the discard. 


BELIEVES TN PARTIES 


I believe in political parties. 
They 


were essential agencies of the popu- 
lar government •which made us what 
we are. We were never perfect, but 
under our party sj-stem we wrought a 
development under representative de- 
mocracy unmatched in all proclaimed 
liberty and attending human advance- 
ment. 
AVc achieved under the party 


system, where parties wer-o committed 
to policies and party loyalty was a 
mark of honor and an inspiration to- 
ward accomplishment. Nowadays, in 
many states, party adherence is flouted, 
loyalty is held to be contemptible, 
nominations for office are often influ- 
enced by voters enrolled in an oppos 
ing party banner and platforms are 
the insincere utterances of expediency, 
influenced by nominees, rather than 
by advocates of principle. 


Let no one misconstrue mo. I am 


not advocating the abandonment of 
the primary which gives to every voter 
a voice in nominating men for office 
and determining party policy. I would 
carefully preserve and 
safeguard 
it 


against the old-time abuses which im 
polled its adoption, hut 1 would make it 
an agent of indisputable party express 
sion rather than a means of part;, 
confusion and destruction. 
I like the 


inculcation of loyalty, the pride of as 
sociation and the inspiration to ac. 
eomplishment. 
I like the party gov 


ernmcnt where purposes arc rcachrt 
by tho reasoning of honest represents 
tion and I like a party which is com 
missioned to govern. <o strive in good 
conscience and all loyalty to keep tlic 
pledges which It 
brought 
approval. 


Our drift is toward pure democracy, 
and no pure democracy over long sur- 
vived. We talk solemnly and earnest- 
ly about preserving onr world civiliza- 
tion. 
J have every confidence in its 


survival, but it may be assured only by 
human kind reaching the proper ap- 
praisal of the secure avenues of twen- 
ty centuries of progress. In our Amer- 
ica, we have the freest and best, press 
in the world. In its power of today 
only the press caan sound the warn- 
ing and reason to t h a t conviction which 
will enable us to play onr full part in
